prohibiUon legislation took its long- 
est forward stride in the nation's his- 
tory yesterday when the house, after 
two hours of uproarious debate, ap- 
proved by 
4 to 1 majority a senate 
measure which would raise an iron- 
clad barrier against 
Importation of 
liquor into prohibition states. 


It Is expected to receive the ap- 
proval of President Wilson within a 
week, 
adding Immediately 
to 
the 
"bone dry" terrltorj' about one-third 
of continental United States. The pro- 
vision is regarded as the most far- 
reaching that could he enacted by the 
federal government, and as «weeping 
OS could be possible under any method 
short of a national prohibition amend- 
ment. 
It would cut off entirely liquor 
Importations, amounting now to mil- 
lions of dollars annually, into the large 
number of «states which have forbid- 
den manufacture or sale but have per- 
mitted importation for personal use. 


Advocates 
of 
prohibition 
divided 
among themselves over the expediency 
of the step, some friends of the cause 
declaring so drastic a law would have 
a reactinoary effect. In the same way 
those who ha\'e opposed 
prohibition 
were 
not unanimou.<s 
in opposition 
when tlie vote was taken. 
The roll 
call brought cheers and cries of "bone 
di y" from all parts of the house, how- 
ever, and the result was greeted with 
a noisy demonstration. 


Vote Stands 819 to 72. 


The vote, as 
officially announced, 
was 321 to 72, but a recheck of the 
roll changed It to 319 to 72.

and numerous 
representatives from 
prohibition states were recorded in the 
negative. 
So large a vote seldom is 
recorded on any measure. 


A provision barring liquor advertise- 
ments from the mails in states that 
prohibit such advertising ia Included 
in the measure, which came before the 
house as a rider to the annual post- 
office appropriation bill. Inserted

the senate last week on motion of 
Senator Reed by a vote of 55 to 11. 
Altliough the appropriation bill will 
go to conference because the house 
disagreed to other amendments there 
is little possibility that the prohibi- 
tion amendment, concurred In without 
change, will be altered. 
Members of 
congress are taking it for granted that 
President Wilson will approve it. 


Although some members had given 
it as their opinion the legislative fea- 
tures added to the postal bill would 
not be effective until July 1, the ef- 
fective date of the appropriations it 
carries, senators 
and representatives 
who are considered authorities s»id 
last night that all the legislative riders, 
including the Reed prohibition amend- 
ment,

signed the measure.

of the governor in the coui-se of his 
addres.s. 


The governor charged that corpora- 
tions, with the exception of banks, pay 
much less than their fair share of the 
ta.xes and that tliis justified the pro- 
po.sed tax law. 
He said that because 
of the complex character of their busi- 
ness the average assessor is unable 
to ascertain a fair value of corpora- 
tions and that this results in corpora- 
tions, as a class, escaping their share 
of assessment. 


In pointing out the need of an e.v- 
cise bill to increase the revenues of the 
state, the governor called attention to 
the fact that the good i-oads move- 
ment will require the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 a year by the state, and also 
that the general f u n d will shrink be- 
cause of the proposal to divert about 
$400,000 received under 
the 
inher- 
itance tax law from the general fund 
to the road fund. 
The 
increase 
in 
prices for all commodities used at the 
state 
institutions, also will 
increase 
the drain on the state treasury. 


Measure Stoutly Opposed. 


Those speaking in opposition to the 
bill included .J. P". Zoller, of Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., the tax attorney for the 
General Electric company, which has 
a plant at Fort Wayne, Ind., and is a 
member of the Indiana Association of 
Manufacturers; B. A. Van Winkle, of 
Hartford City, president of the Manu- 
facturers' 
association, 
and

Stevenson, a banker of South 
Bend. 
In addition

company,

Zoller is chairman of t h è tax counsel 
for the Association of Merchants and

age new enterprises seeking locations 
in Indiana and might possibly drive 
out some already established here. 


Goodrich Vitally Interested. 


This was the second time that Gov- 
ernor Goodrich has appeared before a 
senate committee in support of 
tax 
measures. 
The governor is so intense- 
ly interested 
in the tax 
question, of 
which he has made a long study, that 
he determined to go before the com- 
mittee in support of his bill, which is 
being so roundly attacked by the cor- 
porations of the state. 


"The good roads movement calls for 
the expenditure of $1,000,000 a year 
on account of the 5 per cent, levy fixed 
in the senate bill and $400,000 addi- 
tional on account of the 
inheritance 
tax to be used for good roads, where- 
as it formerly went into the general 
treasury," 
said the governor in 
ad- 
dressing the committee. 
"In addition 
to that at least $300,000 %vlll be re- 
quired to m a k e up the deficit in the 
conduct of the state's institutions on 
account of the prevailing high prices.

"As a class, the property of corpora- 
tions is assessed lower than any other 
property. 
This is because it is diffi- 
cult, on account of the complex char- 
acter of the business, for the average 
assessor to be able to reach a fair 
value of such property. In some coun- 
ties the assessed 
value 
of corporate 
property is not over 10 to 15 cents on 
the dollar. 


"There ai-e three ways by which the 
money might be raised to carry on the 
business of the state: 
First, by in- 
creasing the general levy: in this way 
the burden would be distributed over 
all the property of the state at its as- 
sessed value. 
Second,by directing the 
state board of tax commissioners to 
treat all corporate property as banks 
are treated and assess them at 75 per 
cent, of their capital, surplus and un- 
divided profits. 
The third was by the 
excise bill now pending in the sen- 
ate."

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Making It "Bone Dry." 


The national congress is just now dcinomstrating that when it 
. .jnies to the enactment of prohibitiou LIAVS, it is some little parformer 
ilsoTf. With a vote that approximated fonv to one the house has given 
vociferous approval to the senate measure which Avill promptly and 
cifectively stop the importation of inloxicaliug liquors into states 
^^ here their manufacture 
sale is forbidden. It means prohibition 
tliat will prohibit. It means that "dry" states will be "dry" in fact 
—not merely in theory. It means that one cannot eradicate the public 
fj^le of the stuff and still contrive to import it for his own consump- 
tion. 
It means that the man who favored prohibition for the other 
fellow but not for himself ivill be forced to line up squarely on the 
proposition and accept this solution of the liquor problem for himself 
as well as for his neighbor. 


It is not too much to say that the congressional enactment is by 
far the most drastic step ever taken in America in the war on booze. 
It is in fact, the next thing to nation-wide prohibition, for it gives to 
prohibition enactments a force and a significance they have never be- 
fore possessed. 
It may be that, occasionally, there will be found 
ihose who will take a chance and attempt to defy the federal govern- 
iiient by illicit traffic across the drj^-state lines, but nothing of that 
sort will be gouerall3' attempted. 
The 
federal government officers 
have a v.ay of enforcing respect for Uuelc Sam's statutes that is im- 
pressive. 
Comparatively few men are led to indulge in violation of 
them, for pursuit is relentless, and punishment is swift, certain and 
severe. 


'' Boue dry'' prohibition in '' dry'' states will be a enw thing in the 
United States, just as the term which describes it is new in its appli- 
cation to this particular situation. 
And the move is not of narrow 
partisanship. It is not the achievement of that small but sturdy, un- 
daunted and morally-courageous class who once were contemptuously 
dubbed "temperance cranks." 
The vote in both senate and house 
was too emphatic for that. The senators and the representatives are 
not out of hearing distance from home, and they can hardly have been 
mistaken in the demand from that source. We are to have "bone dry" 
prohibition in prohibition states because congress is convinaed that 
the people are in earnest in this matter. 


After making full allowance for the embellishments doubtless 
added by the artistry of the word-painters who are describing it, the 
tact remains that those food riots in New York are ample evidence of 
a condition that cries aloud for prompt and effective remedy. 
The 
situation is not now one of unemployment, for there has appeared no 
complaint of enforced idleness as a contributing factor in the inability 
to provide food supplies for the famili-es in the tenement districts of 
the east. The condition is solely the product of the inordinate jump 
in prices on foodstuffs, due, no doubt, to the fourfold cause of short- 
age in yield, unparalleled export demand, congestion in transporta- 
tion facilities and the greed of the food speculator who is attempting 
to engineer a "corner" by getting his clutches on every available 
bushel and pound of the products on which people must live. It is a 
condition which cannot long be tolerated. Authorities will find them- 
selves face to face with still more serious conditions unless some rem- 
edy is speedily applied. The situation is not one which will brook de- 
lay, and it will not correct itself. A strong hand is needed just now 
-to bring relief. î'rom some source and in some manner there must be 
immediate response to the cry for bread, and it must be in the form 
of food and not merely indefinite promises or long-winded investiga- 
tions that get nowhere.

He has written a life of 
Washington, in which he emphasizes this 
desire of the father of our country to 
maintain peace but to be ready to de- 
fend the honor of the United States if 
necessary. 


In his treatment of Mexico and Ger- 
many, President Wilson has shown lie 
has likely taken Washington as a model. 


During Washington's first term the 
people of France were revolting and were 
calling upon the United States for a re- 
turn of the help France gave us during 
our revolution. 


Influential citizens who held no office 
favored our aiding the revolution. 
The 
revolutionists sent an envoy. Genet, here 
to enlist our aid and, instead of asking 
Washington directly, Genet toured the 
country for volunteers and sliips to aid 
the revolution. 


The country seemed to be wild with 
enthusiasm and symj^athy for the revo- 
lutionists.

"It is on great occasions only, and

Washington, Feb. 22.—News print 
manufacturers began arriving here to- 
day for conferences with the 
trade 
commission on the proposal that the 
commission fix prices for a period of 
six months. 
Manufacturers represent- 
ing about one-third of the production 
J of the United States and Canada have 
signed the proposal. 
Those coming 
did not Join in the suggestion and are 
here at the request of the commission 
which wishes their views on it. 


Restoration of free competition in 
news print paper manufacture is the 
aim of the commission,and if it ac- 
cepts the proposal it will work with 
that purpose in view. 
The commis- 
sion, it was stated today, is bent on 
finding a cure for conditions and not a 
mere palliative. 
At the end of 
six 
months the commission feels that con- 
ditions in the news print industry will 
have been so helped that competition 
will insure its continuance. 


Discontinuance of the department 
of justice's criminal investigation has 
not been promised any manufacturer, 
it was made clear today, but it is not 
believed if indictments are found the 
cases ever will come to trial, if, in the 
meantime competition is restored.

asked lo use a miniinum of paper to 
conserve the supplier.

actual 
shortage of news print, it does not 
wish to encourage an extravagant use 
of it and create a real shortage. Man- 
ufacturers, it is said, are willinij under 
machines on news print to care for all 
necessary newspaper use.

China. 


Peking. Jan. 20—i Correspondence 
of The Associated Pre.ss).—American 
engineers have begun the actual sur- 
veys on two of the rallway.s which .ire 
to be built in China 
by 
the 
Siem.s- 
Carey Railway and Coal company, an 
American organization financed by the 
American International corporation. 


The lines upon which the surveyors 
are working are in central and south 
China. 
One of the lines extends from 
Chuchow 
in 
Hunan province south 
through Hengchowfu and Yungchow- 
fu in the same province to Kweilln In 
Eiwangsl pi-ovlnce, then southwest to 
Lluchowfu and Nannlng In the same 
province, then southeast 
to 
Yanm- 
chow, 
or 
Chinchow. in Kwangtung 
province, a port on the Gulf of Tong- 
klng. 
This route Is about eight hun- 
dred miles long. 


The other line upon which the engi- 
neers are working runs 
in 
general 
ea,st and west directions. 
It starts at 
Chowkiachow. in Honan province, and 
extends 
through 
Nanyangfu in the 
same province to 
Hsiangyangfu 
in 
Hupeh province. 
The latter city is an 
Important commercial point 
on 
the 
Han river, which drains a very fertile 
valley well 
developed agriculturally. 
Although this line is only three hun- 
dred miles in length, it is regarded 
as an especially valuable route be- 
cause it extends through a rich level 
country offering few engineerins dlf- 
flcultles, 
and so fertile and populoxis 
that the railway will doubtless pay 
as soon as it is put Into operation. 
Actual construction work w^ill prob- 
ably be begun on this line in a shoit, 
time, and it will doubtless be the first 
part of-tho new American railway«, 
opened to traflio.

Wood, "a new era has begun in which 
the government for the first time has 
invited, rather than repelled, the co- 
operation of our creative physicists. 


"Fortunately, in view of the present 
circumstances, 
this 
co-partnership 
between the government and inventor 
has been working long enough to have 
laid a substantial foundation for tho 
very great surprise I am certain the 
veorld will be given if this country 
finds itself in a protracted war. 
I have 
Information concerning these inven- 
tions. 


"With few exceptions American in- 
ventors 
have. 
heretofore, 
devoted 
themselves 
exclusively 
to 
matters 
which do not concern warfare. Usually 
when an American inventor touched 
fighting macliinery Tie found the gov- 
ernment so bacward in adopting im- 
provements he lias been forced to go 
abroad where peace was less certain 
In order to find an opportunity to de- 
velop his ideas. 


"Thus Sir Hiram Maxiin was driven 
out of this country, as was Lewis of 
the Lewis gun, and as have nearly 
all other American modern Inventors 
of war material. It became the fashion 
of American inventors to let war ma- 
chinery alone.

Rush of the impounded water, which 


has filled the big sewer from point of 
the break to the St. Mary's river, and 
which forced its way through the sar.d 
in the sewer, at the point of the brea:. 
Wednesday, is responsible for 
the 


wreckage. The deluge of water, which 
fairly plunged through the weakened 
sand wall carried all before it. Sup- 
ports, which were sunk in the sewer 
and which were holding up the corner 
of the foundry building-, were hurled 
down the tunnel. 


Luckily nobody was hurt. 
Work- 


men, 
who have been shoveling sand 


from the sewer for several weeks, 
made a break for safety when first 
slender stream of water pushed itselC 
through the sand wall. Ten minutes 
later and the backed up water was 
roaring through the open tunnel. 


Cave-in above the sewer opening 


came slowly at first. That part of the 
sand, which filled the opening above 
the break In the sewer wall, trickled 
Into the torrent. As it was swirled 
away the side of the shaft leading from 
the top of the sewer for thirty feet 
to surface of the ground, began to 
crumble. Crack in the foundry wall, 
which made Its appearance 
several 


weeks ago, when break of the sewer 
was flrst noticed, grew larger. 


Managers Warned. 


Foundry managers were warned by 


city workmen. Nearly all goods virere 
removed from the northeast corner 
of tho building. As the heavy timbers, 
which lined the shaft above the sewer, 
crumbled, tho foundation of the brick 
building gave way. With a crash the 
northeast corner of the structure top- 
pled into tho gaping crater. 


Several patterns, used in the mould- 


ing, went down in tho wreckage and 
wore washed away. Roof of the build- 
Ing is twisted and partly slid from 
tho structure. 
Other walls of the 


foundry are weakened. It Is doubted 
whether attempt to patch 
up 
the 


broken structure will be made even 
if the building is not ordered removed. 


Work of many weeks of shaft build- 


ing and removing sand from the 
broken sewer Is lost. The Interceptor 
Is again clogged for half a mile of Its 
course by debris from tho cave-in at 
Its top. Work will not bo resumed 
until It Is decided whether the foundry 
building is to be razed.

The wool clip of 1916 sold for 60c to 65c per scoured 


pound, but the fleece on the sheep now running around in 
the snow of our wool growing states has been sold to 
dealers under contract for delivery next June on the 
scoured basis of $1.00 per pound or more. 


The United States uses 600,000,000 pounds of wool per 


annum. The clip of the United States has decreased in 
five years from 325,000,000 to 288,000,000 pounds. The 
clips of Australia, Argentine and New Zealand have de- 
creased, the clip of all the countries at war has almost dis- 
appeared; twenty million men at war use five to ten times 
as much wool as usual, and can't exist without it 
And 


there is no substitute. 


If the war continues for even one more years, it will 


not bo a question of price, but wool at any price, and there 
is always the 'possibility of this country being forced to 
actual preparedness, which would necessitate taking for 
the army such wool as is now in the mills for their general 
trade.

Pleads Cause of Corporation 


Tax Before the Senate 


Committee. 


Indianapolis, Feb: 22.—Facing man- 


ufacturers a,nd bankers of the state 
tvho appeared in opposition to the ex- 
cise tax measure. Governor Goodrich 
spoke last night in defense of the bill 
at a public hearing held in the senate 
chamber before the senate committee- 
on public rights and franchises.

"Go home, gentlemen, take your 


balance sheets, lay them down beside 
your assessments sheets and then ask 
yourselves, is this fair?" was the plea 
of the governor in the course of his 
address. 


The governor charged that corpora- 


tions, with the exception of banks, pay 
much less than their fair share of the 
taxes and that tins justified the pro- 
posed tax law. He said that because 
of the complex character of their busi- 
ness the average assessor is unable 
to ascertain a fair value of corpora- 
tions and that this results in corpora- 
tions, as a class, escaping their share 
.of assessment. 


In pointing out the need of an ex- 


cise bill to increase the revenues of the 
state, the governor called attention to 
the fact that the good roads move- 
ment will require the expenditure of 
$1,000,000 a year by the state, and also 
that the general fund will shrink be- 
cause of the proposal to divert about 
$400,000 received under the 
inher- 


itance tax law from the general fund 
to the road fund. 
The increase in 


prices for all commodities used at the 
state 
institutions, also will increase 


the drain on the state treasury. 


Measure Stoutly Opposed. 


Those speaking in opposition to the 


bill included .1. F. Zoller, of Schenec- 
tady, N. Y., the tax attorney for the 
General Electric company, which has 
a plant at Fort Wayne, Ind., and is 'a 
member of the Indiana Association of 
Manufacturers; B. A. Van Winkle, of 
Hartford City, president of the Manu- 
facturers' 
association, 
and 
Rome 


Stevenson, a banker of South Bend. 
In addition to his connection with 
the General Electric company, Mr. 
Zoller is chairman of tho tax counsel 
for the Association of Merchants and 
Manufacturers of New York, chairman 
of the special tax committee of the 
New York Bar association, a member 
of the executive committee of the New 
York State Tax association, a member j 
of the executive committee of the New ' 
York Real ICstnte Taxpayers' associa- ! 
lion and a mombet of the National 
Tax association. He came bore at the 
invitation of the Indiana Association 
of Manufacturers', which desired in- 
formation about, the New York law, 
in effect Jtor several years and after 


which the proposed Indiana law is said 
to have been patterned. 


Delegations of manufacturers and 


bankers, all with few exceptions op- 
posed to the Goodrich measure, were 
present from Gary. Evansville. Marion, 
Anderson, Shelbyville, South Bend, 
Muncie, Kokomo, Logansport, Terre 
Haute, Richmond and Fort Wayne. 


The general 
objection advanced 


against the bill was that it impose's :in 
unjust tax on corporations. 
It was 


argued that such a tax would discour- 
age new enterprises seeking locations 
in Indiana and might possibly drive 
out some already established here. 


Goodrich Vitally Interested. 


This was the second time that Gov- 


ernor Goodrich has appeared before a 
senate committee in support of tax 
measures. The governor is so intense- 
ly interested 
in the tax question, of 


which he has made a long study, that 
he determined to go before the com- 
mittee in support of his bill, which is 
being so roundly attacked by the cor- 
porations of the state. 


"The good roads movement calls for 


the expenditure of $1,000,000 a year 
on account of the 5 per cent, levy fixed 
in the senate bill and $400,000 addi- 
tional on account of the inheritance 
tax to be used for good roads, where- 
as it formerly \vent into the general 
treasury," said the governor in ad- 
dressing the committee. "In addition 
to that at least $300,000 will be're- 
quired to make up the deficit in the 
conduct of the state's institutions on 
account of the prevailing high prices.

"Indiana," he continued, "with one 


exccpution (Illinois) has tho highest 
tax rate for state purposes of any 
state in the union.

cult, on account of the complex char- 
acter of the business, for the average 
assessor to be able to reach a fair 


j value of such property. In some coun- 
: ties the assessed value of corporate 
property is not over 10 to 15 cents on 
the dollar. 


; 
"There are three ways by wh|ch the 


money might be raised to carry on the 
business of the state: 
First, by in- 


creasing the general levy; in this way 
the burden would be distributed over 
all the. property of the state at its as- 
sessed value. Second,by directing the 
state board of tax commissioners to 
treat all corporate property as banks 
are treated and assess them at 75 por 
cent, of their capital, surplus and un- 
divided profits. The third was by the 
excise bill now pending in the sen- 
ate." 


"The first method," the governor 


continued, "was open to the objection 
that it would cast an added burden 
upon banks, residence property, busi- 
ness and farm property, which is al- 
ready paying far more than its faii- 
shnre of taxos. 


"Tf the second method were follow- 


ed it would enormously increase the 
duplicate .*m<l while it would bring in- 
to the state treasury from $2,000,000 
to $H,000,000. it would at the .same 
time require the corporations affected 
to. pay into the local treasuries at least 
$15,000,000 in addition. 


"Tl"» Uili-d method would cast tho 


entire burden upon a class of prop- 
erty, with the exception of banks, 
already paying less than their fair 
share of taxes. It is for all of these 
reasons that I advocate the enactment 
of the excise tax law."

A dollar is inclosed in the letter for 
the purpose of aiding the hunt for the 
birth record.

Making It "Bone Dry." 


The national congress is just now demonstrating that when it 


?;>mes to the enactment o£ prohibition laws, it is some little parfonner 
itself. With a vote that approximated four to one the house has given 
vociferous approval to the senate measure which will promptly and 
effectively stop the importation of intoxicating liquors into states 
where their manufacture and sale is forbidden. It means prohibition 
that will prohibit. It means that "dry" states will be "dry" in fact 
—not merely in theory. It means that one cannot eradicate the public 
sale of the stuff and still contrive to import it for his own consump- 
tion. It means that the man who favored prohibition for tho other 
follow but not for himself will be forced to line up squarely on tho 
proposition and accept this solution of the liquor problem for himself 
as well as for his neighbor. 


It is not too much to say that tho congressional enactment is by 


far the most drastic step ever taken in America in the war on booze. 
It is in fact, the next thing to nation-wide prohibition, for it gives to 
prohibition enactments a force and a significance they have never be- 
fore possessed. It may be that, occasionally, there will be found ; 
those who will take a chance and attempt to defy the federal govern-1 
iiient by illicit traffic across the dry-stute lines, but nothing of that 
-art will be generally attempted. Tho federal government officers 
have a way of enforcing respect for Uncl'j Sum's statutes that is im- 
pressive. Comparatively few men arc led to indulge in violation of 
them, for pursuit is relentless, and punishment is swift, certain and 


.„ severe.

"Bono dry" prohibition iu "dry" states will be a cmv thing in the 


^United States, just as the term which describes it is new in its appli- 
'i.calion to this particular situation. And the move is not of narrow 
partisanship. It is not the achievement of that small but sturdy, un- 
daunted and morally-courageous class who once were contemptuously 
dubbed "temperance cranks." The vote in both senate and house 
was too emphatic for that. The senators and the representatives are 
not out of hearing distance from home, and they can hardly have been 
mistaken in the demand from that source. We are to have "bone dry" 
prohibition in prohibition states because congress is convinced that 
the people are in earnest in this matter. 


After making full allowance for the embellishments doubtless

The 
situation is not now one of unemployment, for there has appeared no 
complaint of enforced idleness as a contributing factor in the inability 
to provide food supplies for the families in tho tenement districts of 
the east. The condition is solely the product of the inordinate jump 
in prices on foodstuffs, due, no doubt, to the fourfold cause of short- 
age in yield, unparalleled export demand, congestion in transporta- 
; on facilities and the greed of the food speculator who is attempting 
lo engineer a "corner" by getting his clutches on every available 
bushel and pound of the products on which people must live. It is a 
condition which cannot long be tolerated. Authorities will^find them- 
selves face to face with still more serious conditions unless" some rem- 
edy is speedily applied. The situation is not one which will brook de- 
lay, and it will not correct itself. A strong hand is needed just now 
to bring relief. Prom some source and in some manner there must be 
immediate response to the cry for bread, and it must be in the form 
of food and not merely indefinite promises or long-winded investiga- 
tions that get nowhere.

Ho has written a life of 
Washington, in which he emphasizes this 
desire of the father of our country to 
maintain peace but to be ready to de- 
fend the honor of the United States if 
necessary. 


In his treatment of Mexico and Ger- 


many, President Wilson has shown Ije 
has likely taken Washington as a model. 


During Washington's first term the 


people of France were revolting and were 
calling upon the United States for a re- 
turn of the help France gave us during 
our revolution. 


Influential citizens who held no office 


favored our aiding the revolution. The 
revolutionists sent an envoy, Genet, hero 
to enlist our aid and, instead of asking 
Washington directly, Genet toured tho 
country for volunteers and Ships to aid 
tho revolution. 


The country seemed to be wild with 


enthusiasm and sympathy for the revo- 
lutionists. But Washington insisted on 
waiting until the heat of public opinion 
cooled down. 


"It is on great occasions only, and 


after time has been given to cool and 
deliberate reflection," Washington said, 
: "that' the real voice of the people can 
be known," and Wilson adds, in his bio- 


; graphy of the first president, "but a 


great risk must be run in waiting to 
know it." 


Washington ran the risk and won. He 


had Genet recalled and maintained pcaco 
with France. Whilo Franca and Eng- 
land were at war he maintained strict 
neutrality and was 
praised 
for his 


policy. 


Washington's controversy .with Eng- 


land arose over that country's' failure 
to fulfill its treaty obligations. England 
still kept its garrisons at our northwest 
and northern borders, was charged with 
inciting Indians on our border lo invade 
the country, seize neutral vessels going 
lo and from France and impressed our 
seamen into her service. 


When John Jay returned with a treaty 


between 'England and tho United States, 
there was a wild uproar against its ap- 
proval, because nothing was mentioned 
about the.impressment of American sail- 
ors. But Washington again waited until 
heated public opinion died down and the 
people saw the treaty worked well. 


"It is very 
desirable," 
Washington 


wrote to Hamilton, "to ascertain, if pos- 
sible, after the paroxysm of the fever 
is a little abated, what tho real temper 
of the people is 
concerning it (tho 


treaty); for at present the cry against 
tho treaty is like that against a mad 
dog."

J Hupeh province. The latter city is .in 
important commercial point, on 
the. 


Han river, which drains a very fertile 
valley well developed agriculturally. 
Although "this line Is only three hun- 
dred miles in length, it is regarded 
as an especially valuable route be- 
cause it extendfythrough a rich level 
country offering few engineering dif- 
ficulties, and so fertile nnd populous 
that the railway will doubtless pay 
as soon as it is put into operation.

campaign by closing up the Straits ot 
Dover. 


Certainly this step will be taken IL 


necessity presents. 


Information to this effect comes 


through diplomatic channels. 


This is natural, since the only dif- 


ficulties in the way of the plan aio 
diplomatic ones. 


A wholesale suspension of interna- 


tional laws would be the one important 
preliminary. 


Either this, or the tedious and im- 


possible task of securing the consent 
of all the neutrals of the world who 
might have ships wishing to use this 
public highway. 


The simplest way is to follow the 


German precedent and plead the new 
necessities of a new variety of war. 


To paraphrase an old saying. "What 


are international laws between ene- 
mies?" 


Closing the Straits of Dover would 


come very near t'o solving the subma- 
rine problem, for this reason: 


The U-boats «are operating from a : 


base at Wilhelmshaven, or Helgoland | 
on the North sea. and all must pass 
through the straits to reach their pres- 
ent scene of operations, which is in the 
vicinity of the Scilly islands, where 
trans-Atlantic vessels turn the south- 
west point of England bound for the 
channel and North sea ports. 


It is a short and easy run for the 


U-boat through the straits to this vicin- 
ity. 


British Isles, showing route from Helgoland to Scilly islands, where sn«- 


marines arc operating, and route U-houls would have (o take if England 
closed Uic straits and channel: also shallow stretch from Bournemouth to 
Cherbourg, where laying of mines would not lie difficult. 
If. however, the straits, which are 


20 miles wide, were mined, all U-boats 
would have to go by the North sea 
around Scotland, a journey of 3,500 
miles, before they could begin opera- 
tions. 


Some of the newer and larger boats 


could make this journey, but most of 
them could not. and SO per cent of the 
U-boat force would thus be eliminated. 


The effect of closing the straits 


would be practically to close up all sea- 
ports of the east coast of Great Britain, 
but a more serious effect would be to 
make it very difficult for Holland to 
get her supplies. 


It would also affect Belgium, and to 


a certain extent Norway and Sweden. 


Naval experts say it would not be at 


all difficult to close the straits with 


1 mines.

: are deep and swift, but a Hne drawn 


j from Bournemouth on the

The exercises held under the "joint 


auspices of the Daughters of the Amer- 
ican Revolution, the Sons of the Amer- 
ican Revolution and the Sons o£ the 
Revolution were marked by an out- 
burst of patriotic fervor when Presi- 
dent Wilson appeared. 


A huge American flag was displayed 


and the Marine band played the "Star 
Spangled Banner." 


Reference to the traditional friend- 


ship between the United States and 
France was made by Newell B. Wood- 
worth, of Syracuse. X. Y.. "past presi- 
dent of the Sons of the American Rev- 
olution, while Jules Jusserand, the 
French ambassador, stood and ac- 
knowledged applause, air. Woodworth 
declared that in the present situation 
the people stand patriotically behind 
their president and are ready to an- 
swer any call Tor the nation.

22-i2t 


American Minister in Bel- 


gium Shorn of Power 


as Diplomat. 


(By Harry B. Hunt.) 


Washington, ~T>. C., Feb. 22.—The 


"Man Without a Country" had little on 
Brand Whitlock, the heroic United 
States minister to Belgium. 


Whitlock has a country; he's still 


an honored citizen of the good old U. 
S. A., but as envoy extraordinary to 
Belgium he is left high and dry by the 
shifting tide of tho European war. 


Germany, occupying nearly all of 


Belgium as enemy territory, has de- 
creed that Whitlock may stay in Bel- 
glum, but that if he does it must be as 
a private citizen and not as a repre- 
sentative of the United States. 


If. on the other hand, he follows 


the heads of the Belgian government 
to lose his official usefulness as our 
official capacity in German eyes only 
to lost his official usefulness as our 
minister to the Belgian people. 


For two years Whitlock has been, 


as perhaps no other representative of 
the United States ever was, a real 
minister to the people of the nation to 
which he was accredited. 


He did not follow the Belgian gov- 


ernment when 
it 
was «driven Into 


France, but stayed at Brussels to help 
in the work of succoring the thousands 
and millions of destitute and starving 
Belgians made homeless and help- 
less by the war. 


But now that the United States has 


broken with Germany, that country 
will 
no 
longer 
permit Whitlock's 


presence in Belgium In an official ca- 
pacity. 


Neither will 
it 
permit American 


control of further relief work among 
the starving Belgians. 


Whitlock may stay, Germany says, 


shorn of all power. Or he may go to 
the Belgian seat at Rouen, where ho 
will have no duties to perform and no 
ministrations to administer. 
' For ten days' following our break 
in relations with Germany tho state 
department discouraged any mention 
in press dispatches of Whitlock or his 
status in Belgium, hoping to delay an 
long as possible action by Germany 
In suppressing relief work there. But
